Calls for Peace 
Among Congo 
Warring Factions 


UNITED NATIONS. N.Y. 
(# >) — Secretary -General Dag 
Hammerskjold today laid be­ 
fore the U.N. General Assem­ 
bly a report blasting the 
Army -backed Congo regime 
of Col. J oseph Mobutu and 
calling for a government of 
conciliation in which all war­ 
ring factions would take part. 
The 
long-awaited 
report 
wa s 
from 
his 
specia l 
representa tiv e, 
Indian diplomat Ra jeshwa r Da y a l, 
who blamed a new influx of Bel­ 
gia n na tiona ls for part of the diffi 
cutty in the troubled African coun 
try . 
Da y a l m a de it plain 
that he 
believ ed 
the 
Mobutu 
coup 
had 
gra v ely com plica ted the situation. 
He said it had sty m ied a ll nor­ 
mal political a ctiv ity and had a c­ 
tually becom e “ the principal fo­ 
m enter of la w lessness.” 
Day al spoke of the office of chief 
of sta te, held by J oseph Kasav ubu, 
a s one of the two Congo institutions 
whose foundations still stand. The 
other wa s the now ina ctiv e pa rlia ­ 
ment which wa s dissolv ed by Mo­ 
butu. Once security is esta blished,

CAPE CANAVERAL, F!a. (IP)—A 9 0-pound “ spinning 
top” satellite whirled into orbit today to begin the most ex ­ 
tensiv e study ever attempted of the earth’s ionosphere. 
The satellite, officially designated Ex plorer VIII, is de­ 
signed to giv e scientists a better understanding of the my s­ 
terious electrically charged ionospheric lay ers which reflect 
radio signals back to earth. 
The ex periment could lead to 
improv ed communications between 
continents, 
ships 
and planes. 
It 
also could open the way for more 
effecUv e contact with com m unica ­ 
tions sa tellites like the recently 
launched Echo and Courier and 
with future manned spa ce craft. 


Ex plorer YIU 


An official of the National Aero­ 
nautics and Space Administration 
reported the successful orbiting of 
Ex plorer VIII giv es the 
United 
States a commanding edge ov er the 
Sov iet Union in ex ploration of the 
ionoshpere. 
Robert Bourdeiu. head of the 


ionosphere branch of NASA's God­ 
dard 
Space 
Flight Center, 
said 
published reports indicate the So­ 
v iet Union ha s been probing the 
ionosphere with rockets and until 
today w a s considered ev en with 
this country in da ta gathered from 
this sea of electrica l pa rticles which 
ex tends from 50 m iles to about 
1,000 m iles abov e the ea rth’s sur­ 
fa ce. 
J uno ll Rocket 
A powerful 78-foot J uno II rocket 
bla sted off from this m issile test 
center at i i l23 a rn. today . Its four 
stages fired with ciocK-Ukt pre­ 


cision and booked the pay load to 
necessa ry orbital speed of more 
than 18,000 m iles an hour. 


Two hours a fter launch, NASA 
announced the “ spinning top” wa s 
in orbit. It is so nickna m ed be­ 
ca use it is sha ped like a child’s 
toy top and spins during flight for 
stabilization. 
It is 30 inches in 
height and dia m eter. 


Tile sa tellite spun into a path 
with an a pogee—fa rthest point from 
the earth—of 1,450 m iles and peri­ 
ge e -c lo se st 
point—of 
215 
m iles. 
This is fa irly close to the in ten ded 
orbit of 200 to 1.000 m iles. Each 
pa ss around the world ta kes 112 
minutes.

You can 
see this illustrated at the ball park 
wh$n they let veterans bat for 
themselves then substitute a pinch 
runner 
after 
they ’ve 
gotten on 
base. 
Unhappily , the bill comes soonest 
and biggest to those who work by 
the sweat of their brows and who 
are least able to meet the pay ­ 
ments. Almost the first patients 
of medical students are prem a­ 
turely aged workers who seek re­

swollen 
feet, 
varicose 
veins, shin ulcers, cramps in the 
calves and deformities of the toes 
caused by bad shoeing.

CHICAGO (ZP)—A Chicago 
businessman is heading up a 
“ do not vote” campaign in an 
effort to assure passage 
o f 
the statewide mental health 
and university bond issues in 
next Tuesday’s election. 
Arnold Maremont, widely 
known Industrialist, said he 
is appealing to voters in Illi­ 
nois House districts where 
there are no contests not to 
vote for state representatives 
as a means of reducing the 
odds against passage of the 
bond issues. 


One of the bond issues is for 195 
million dollars for higher educa­ 
tion facilities; the other for 150 
millions for construction of mental 
health facilities. 
Maremont said voters in dis­ 
tricts where only three candidates 
appear on the ballot for three 
House seats, with election assured, 
are being asked not to vote in 
these contests. 


Maremont gave this explanation: 
The Illinois constituUon provides 
that a bond issue, to be passed in 
a referendum, must obtain the ap­ 
proval of a majority of votes cast 
for the General Assembly. Each 
voter is entitled to three votes for 
representatives. 
“ We feel that every time some­ 
body does not vote for the General 
Assembly we need two less votes 
for the bond issue,” Maremont 
said. 


In deciding whether a bond issue 
passed or failed, 
state officials 
divide the total number of votes 
for House members by three. This

The fact is, 
the committee hasn't even consid­ 
ered the no-vote proposal,” De­ 
grazia said. 
Some unopposed House candi­ 
dates — those in districts where 
there are only three nominees — 
said that state Senate contests are 
being waged in districts overlap­ 
ping theirs. 
In such cases, a greatly reduced 
vote for House candidates would 
mean that the General Assembly 
vote for the affected county would 
be taken from the total cast for 
the Senate candidates. 
Thus, the unopposed House can­ 
didate, who would like a large 
popular vote, is reluctant to accept 
the suggestion. And, in districts 
where there are overlapping Sen­ 
ate contests, the nominees say a 
no-vote campaign is pointless.

YEARS 
Modem techniques have cleared up at least 
one mystery in the human story. This was the 
notorious Piltdown man, found in England in 
1911 by an amateur geologist, Charles Dawson. 
A modern-type human skull together with a 
chimpanzeelike jaw were recovered from a 
gravel bed at Pilt Down. 
Try as they might, scientists could not recon­ 
cile the two. It was contrary to everything 
evolution was based on. The strange thing was 
given an impressive name, Eoanth rop us d aw- 
soni—Dawson’s Dawn Man. Dr. J. H. McGregor 
of Columbia University included him in his 
famous series of busts of fossil men, and an­ 
thropologists tried, vainly, to forget about him. 
In 1949, Kenneth P. Oakley of the British Mu­ 


seum, who had been perfecting the fluorine 
dating method, tested the bone fragments. By 
measuring the amount of fluorine they had 
absorbed from the soil, he could tell if they 
were the same age. 
The result, which everyone was relieved to 
hear, was that the skull was indeed pretty old— 
about 50.000 years—but just an ordinary Homo 
sap iens. The jaw, however, was that of a mod­ 
ern chimpanzee that had been expertly doc­ 
tored to look like a fossil. Someone, no one 
knows who or why, had pulled a clever hoax. 
One of the most recent finds has been made 
at the Olduvai Gorge in East Africa, site of 
fossil digging since the early part of the cen­ 
tury. In 1959, after a 30 years’ search, Dr.

L. S. B. Leakey, a British archeologist, un­ 
earthed a skull which he believes represents 
“the remains of the earliest human ever found.” 
Leakey dates his toolmaking 7 Anjanth rop us 
(East Africa man) as having lived 600,000 years 
ago, which places him far back on the family 
tree of man. That tree contains numerous 
strange names, representing fragments of hu­ 
man fossils that have been found in scattered 
parts of the world during the past century. 
It was also from Africa, in the 1920s, that 
word came that something very like the “miss­ 
ing link” had been found. The story of this, 
possibly, most ancient ape man of all and of his 
fight for recognition deserves a chapter of its 
own.
